AGAWAM - A living piece of 
town history, Captain Charles 
Leonard House had to sit out 
the pandemic, and missed out 
on holding events last year. 

But supporters of the Leon- 
ard House were able to re-open 
recently and held two events 
this past weekend. 

With the help of Agawam’s 
McCarthy’s Liquors, the house 
held a Craft Beer Tasting and 
BBQ event on Friday, July 30. 
Two days later, Sunday, Aug. 1, 
the house held a Summer Shop- 
ping Bazaar with multiple ven- 
dors setup around the lawn of 
the Leonard House. 

The Bazaar was made pos- 
sible with the help of Casey 
Goodreau, a Tastefully Simple 
saleswoman who organized the 
event signed up people to vend; 
an event she has held at the 
Leonard House before. 

A Board of Trustee member, 
Phil Kimball, said the Leonard 
House was closed from the start 
of the shutdown last year to the 
recent lifting of restrictions this 
year. 

“Because of COVID, we didn’t

have any events for 15 months 
in here,’ said Kimball.

AGAWAM - The West of the 
River Chamber of Commerce is 
holding a Job Fair in September; 
the Chamber serves both Aga- 
wam and West Springfield and 
invites residents of both town’s 
attend the fair, they’re also look- 
ing for fair vendors among local 
businesses. 

The fair will be held in West 
Springfield at the Storrowtown 
Tavern-Carriage House at the 
Big E, 1305 Memorial Ave. on 
Wednesday, Sept. 8 from 3:30 to 
6:30 p.m. 

Local businesses are looking 
for employees of all kinds, the 
Chamber's Executive Director 
Robin Wozniak said there’s an 
abundance of job opportunities 
in the region. This job fair is a way 
to help those needing a job and 
equally help businesses needing 
to fill positions. Anyone can at- 
tend the fair, from high school 
and college students, to adults 
and seniors looking for jobs. 

“Employers are having a very 
difficult time finding employees,’ 
said Wozniak. “It seems some 
businesses have reduced their 
hours of operation because they 
do not have enough staff. I am re- 


ally hoping that come September 
when the additional unemploy- 
ment stimulus expires, this major 
issue in the job market will cor- 
rect itself?” 

The Job Fair is set up to help 
those who will need the support 
in September, those losing pay- 
ment through unemployment 
will need to supplement the miss- 
ing money and the job fair is a 
perfect opportunity to help those 
when they need it. 

The event is being held in per- 
son with different vendors, busi- 
nesses and those searching for 
jobs, there will not be a hybrid or 
virtual option for the fair as one 
has not been coordinated. Those 
attending will have to do so in 
person, anyone concerned about 
their health and safety can wear a 
mask and practice social distanc- 
ing as it'll be housed in a large 
building. Wozniak suggests that 
people showing up to search for 
jobs should dress to impress as 
many businesses and job oppor- 
tunities will be present, also peo- 
ple should bring lots of resumes 
to hand out at multiple tables.

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AGAWAM - As the final 
punch-list items continue to 
near completion at the Mor- 
gan-Sullivan Bridge, and the 
Feeding Hills Center intersec- 
tion is fully complete, attention 
is turning to O’Brien’s Corner. 

Construction is set to begin 
there this month after years of 
planning as part of the Complete 
Streets Program. 

Plans began more than five 
years ago and the town received 
a Complete Streets grant for 
$400,000 back in 2017 as the 
project continued to be planned 
out in conjunction with the 
Morgan-Sullivan Bridge  proj- 
ect. The projects somewhat af- 
fect one another as part of the 
overall goal is to alleviate traffic 
throughout the area. This has 
been achieved thanks to wider 
lanes, better turn signals, and 
dedicated turn lanes coming off 
the bridge. 

In addition, both projects 


In the case of O'Brien's cor- 
ner, sidewalks will be part of 
an area for the first time, and 
there will be a new entrance to 
the shopping areas there. The 
area will have curb cuts and new 
sidewalks, and the traffic signals 
will be improved, and slightly 
changed to accommodate the 
flow of traffic around CVS, Sarat 
Ford, and the entrance to Maple 
Street. 

Right near there is Robinson 
Park School, which generates a 
large share of traffic during ar- 
rival and dismissal times. 

JL Construction has won the 
bid, about $622,000 for the com- 
pletion of the project, and work 
is scheduled to get underway 
this month. The town is hopeful 
the project will be completed by 
the end of the year, but if not, it 
will be finished in the spring of 
2022. 

The work will continue in the 
area, with the town to benefit 
from a state-funded reconstruc- 
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O’Brien’s corner next for road improvements 


tion of Maple Street. 

Maple Street leads toward 
West Springfield and is in sig- 
nificant need of improvements, 
including bike paths, drainage 
improvements, and resurfacing. 

Town Engineer Michelle 
Chase said as the roads contin- 
ued to be improved, the areas 
where residents can safely ride 
bikes will widen. The area be- 
tween O’Brien’s corner and the 
Walnut and Walnut Street Ext. 
does not have bike lanes, but 
Chase hopes it will in the fu- 
ture. Chase, an advocate for bike 
paths throughout town, contin- 
ues to work toward that in the 
future. 

In the meantime, the current 
improvements will also help 
with walking access to Robinson 
Park School, and the amenities 
behind the school, including 
Shea Park, the Agawam Dog 
Park, and the skateboard park. 
Shea Park includes a baseball 
and softball diamond that is 
utilized throughout the warmer 
months.

The prerecorded 
performance will be broadcast on the Town 
of Agawam’s public access channel (Aga- 
wam TV15) at 7 p.m. and streamed from 
the “Watch” button on www.agawamme- 
dia.tv for those residing outside of Agawam.

Early in the morning of April 19, 1775— 
the beginning of the American Revolution— 
British soldiers marched past the Whitney 


homestead on the Bay Road in Concord, 
Massachusetts. They later returned to 
search the Whitney house for ammunition 
and supplies, while Abigail anxiously wor- 
ried about her husband Samuel, who had 
joined fellow patriots at Concord’s North 
Bridge. She was frightened and concerned 
for her missing teenage son and survived a 
dangerous trip with her youngest children 
to escape the British. Learn about these 
firsthand experiences: why the soldiers 
searched her home; and what the outcome 
was for her family, the town of Concord, and 
the nation. 

Gail C. Hamel, M.Ed. has been teaching 
living history for over twenty-five years.

Fine amnesty to end at the library 


AGAWAM - Now is the time to get your 
overdue items back to the library. Begin- 
ning this week, the Agawam Library will 
reintroduce late and lost fees for overdue 
books. The library has been fine-free since 
March 2020, due to the COVID-19 pandem- 
ic. We will be resuming the same fine struc- 
ture: 

Senior Citizens are not charged late 
fees, with the exception of museum pass- 
es. Borrowers may not borrow additional 
items if your total fines are $10 or more. 
The library will send notification by e-mail 
only for items that are two weeks overdue. 
If the items are not returned after 30 days, 
the library will send out bills by e-mail or 
first-class mail for the replacement cost of 
items. 

For lost and damaged items, borrowers 
will be charged for the replacement price 
for lost or seriously damaged items. Items 


are considered lost when they are 30 days 
overdue. The library will send out bills by 
e-mail or first-class mail for the full re- 
placement cost once items are overdue for 
30 days. Borrowers may not borrow addi- 
tional items or use the public access com- 
puters if there is a lost item on your record. 
This includes items from any library in the 
CW/MARS Network.

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Rain contributes to river cleanliness concerns 


REGION - As we enter the heat of the 
summer season, one of the most asked 
questions the Connecticut River Con- 
servancy (CRC) gets is if rivers are clean 
enough for swimming, boating, and other 
recreation. There are two ways to know if 
rivers are likely clean. The first is to think 
about the recent weather. Rain picks up all 
sorts of pollutants as it flows across roads 
and parking lots, which are then flushed 
into rivers via storm drains. Additionally, 
heavy rain overwhelms our aging sewer 
and stormwater infrastructure, causing 
sewage and polluted stormwater to flow 
directly into rivers rather than back up 
into homes. For these reasons, CRC recom- 
mends river users stay out of the river for 
24 to 48 hours after a heavy rain because 
bacteria levels could be high. 


“It’s difficult to reduce stormwater run- 
off from roads and parking lots, but cities 
and towns along rivers are making signif- 
icant investments to separate the outdat- 
ed combined sewer overflows (CSOs) into 
separate sewer and stormwater systems 
that can better handle all the water, says 
CRC Communications Director, Angela 
Chaffee. “These investments have made a 
tremendous difference in improving the 
health of rivers and protecting river users. 
Rivers are certainly much cleaner than 
they used to be’ 

The second way to know if rivers are 
clean is to visit CRC’s “Is It Clean?” web- 
site located at www.ctriver.org/IsItClean 
to find bacteria test results for nearly 200 
river access and recreation sites in Ver- 
mont, New Hampshire, Massachusetts, 


and Connecticut. The site is also available 
in Spanish at www.ctriver.org/EstaLimpio. 
“It’s smart for river users to visit the ‘Is It 
Clean?’ website and pay attention to the 
bacteria test results so they know when 
it’s clean for swimming or boating,’ notes 
Chaffee. 

Each summer, CRC and more than 20 
partner organizations deploy trained vol- 
unteers to collect water samples from pop- 
ular boat launches and swimming holes. 
The samples are tested for E. coli bacteria, 
which could potentially make you sick and 
may suggest the presence of other water- 
borne illness-causing pathogens. Samples 
are typically collected at each site weekly 
or bi-weekly and test results are posted 
online 24-hours later. Water samples are 
collected from June through early October. 


Water sample results are color-coded and 
map-based so users can easily see where 
bacteria levels are high. 

This information gives river users in- 
formation they can use to make informed 
decisions and keep from getting sick. Yet, 
river conditions are constantly changing. 
That means a change in weather since the 
bacteria samples were collected will result 
in different bacteria levels at any site at a 
given time — rain tends to cause bacteria 
levels to increase while dry weather results 
in lower bacteria levels. The website pro- 
vides bacteria data for the Connecticut 
River and more than 20 tributaries, includ- 
ing the Chicopee River and Deerfield Riv- 
ers in MA, the Scantic and Farmington Riv- 
ers in CT, the West and Black Rivers in VT, 
the Ashuelot River in NH, and many more.

ear Rusty: I have a ques- 

D tion regarding Social Security. I’m 54 
and applying for disability. I’ve had 
rheumatoid arthritis since I was 19. My son, 
16-years-old, receives survivor benefits from 
my deceased ex-husband. We were married for 
20 years. I was told by Social Security that my 
monthly payments, if they found me eligible 
for disability, would be $1,418 a month. When 
would I be eligible to collect my ex-husband’s 
Social Security benefit? He made considerably 
more income over the years and his benefit 
will be a good deal more than my projected 

$1,418. Signed: Disabled Widow 
Dear Disabled Widow: Your Social Securi- 
ty Disability Insurance (SSDI) benefit is based 
upon your own lifetime work record up to the 
point you became disabled. If awarded, the 
$1,418 amount would be equal to the benefit 
you would have been entitled to on your own 
at your full retirement age (FRA) of 67. At your 
FRA, your SSDI benefit will automatically con- 
vert to your Social Security retirement benefit 
at the same amount. However, if your SSDI is

awarded you will be also eligible to 
apply for your survivor benefit at any 
time. 

Normally, age 60 is the earliest a survivor 
benefit can be claimed, but those who are dis- 
abled can apply for survivor benefits as early 
as age 50. Whether to apply for your survivor 
benefit from your ex-husband this early is a 
question you should carefully consider, be- 
cause the amount of your survivor benefit will 
be reduced by 28.5% if you claim it now. And 
to be clear, if you have remarried and remain 
married, you are not eligible for a survivor 
benefit from your deceased ex-husband (even 
though your minor son is). 

Your survivor benefit from your ex-hus- 
band will not reach maximum until you have 
reached your full retirement age. At your FRA 
you would be entitled to 100% of the benefit 
your ex-husband was receiving (or entitled to 
receive) when he died, but taken at any age 
earlier than your FRA your survivor benefit 
will be permanently reduced. The reduction is 
4.75% for each full year earlier than your FRA 
that the survivor benefit is claimed to a maxi- 
mum reduction of 28.5%. 


So, if your SSDI is awarded you will have 
a choice: to take your smaller SSDI benefit 
and allow your survivor benefit to continue 
to grow, or to take your survivor benefit early 
and accept the permanent 28.5% reduction to 
that survivor benefit. You will need to compare 
those two benefit amounts to decide which 
course to take. For clarity, you can switch to 
your higher survivor benefit at any later time, 
but you shouldn't wait beyond your FRA (when 
the survivor benefit reaches maximum) to 
claim it.

vest. Flowers dried in the dark will 

retain their vivid colors very well and the heat 
will dry them out quickly. Make small bunch- 
es of fresh cut flowers, securing them with a 
rubber band, not string. The rubber band will 
shrink along with the stems as they are drying. 
Hang them upside down and you will be re- 
warded with straight stems and upright heads. 

The following is a collection of annual flow- 
ers that I have found to be easy to grow and very 
long lasting, should you ever want to experi- 
ment with drying and wreath crafting on your 
own. 

Celosias make excellent dried flowers. They 
are available in three distinct types, crested or 
“Coxcomb, plumed and wheat. Crested types 
such as ‘Fireglow, ‘Prestige Scarlet’ or ‘Big Chief’ 
make quite a statement with their velvety-feel- 
ing, brainy-looking heads in rich shades of red, 
pink and gold. Plumed types come in similar 
colors, but are feathered in appearance. The 
‘Sparkler’ series are multibranching when giv- 
en ample growing space; just a few plants will 


the summer, producing even more 
flowers after they are harvested. Cut when head 
reach the size of your thumbnail for best per- 
formance. 

Lemon Bee Balm or Lemon Bergamot is the 
most underused of all the flowers mentioned 
here, but it shouldn't be! Whorls of mauve-pink 
bracts are best cut when three inches long. 
Stems are weak, so mix in with other flowers to 
keep heads upright or attach stems to a wooden 
pick for added strength. 

Most of us are familiar with the Strawflower, 
a stiff-petaled flower that feels dry even in the 
garden. To dry, simply insert a 23-gauge wire up 
through a tiny bit of the stem and into the flow- 
er’s calyx, just barely into the head itself. This 
will give the strawflower a strong “stem” for use 
in floral arranging. After the flowers have been 
wired, be sure to let them dry fully, upright and 
in the dark to preserve their rich hues. You can 
also simply pluck the heads and dry them on a 
cookie sheet in the dark for hot-gluing later on. 

Love in a Mist or Nigella is an old-fash- 


ioned beauty that has light blue, white or rosy 
pink short-lived flowers followed by really neat 
brown striped seed pods. When fully dry these 
look like pepper shakers, dropping their seeds 
to and fro. The pods are desirable for dried 
wreaths and arrangements. Keep picking as 
soon as the heads are fully developed to keep 
the plant producing. 

Prince’s Feather is a member of the Ama- 
ranth family and grows lush plumes worth of a 
prominent place in your arrangements. Small- 
er side shoots are great for more delicate work. 
Colors are typically shades of burgundy. Plants 
can grow anywhere from eighteen inches to sev- 
eral feet tall so site accordingly. 

Winged Ammobium is a two-foot tall, flop- 
py annual that has an abundance of tiny white 
flowers. It is best picked when the center of the 
flowers just starts to show its yellow color. Ifyou 
wait too long, the centers will turn brown and 
unattractive. Gather small bunches of 10 to 12 
stems and secure them with rubber bands. Here 
too attach a wooden florist pick to tiny bunches 
for ease in floral arranging; besides giving the 
stem some strength, it will give it additional 
length.

STCC to offer class this fall for 
family child care providers 


SPRINGFIELD - Springfield Technical 
Community College will offer a class in the 
fall for family child care providers in part- 
nership with the union that represents early 
childhood educators. 

The course, Administration of Family 
Child Care, is free for members of the Ser- 
vice Employees International Union (SEIU) 
Local 509. It will run during the “Fall 2” ses- 
sion which begins Oct. 27.

“We recognize the importance of special- 
izing courses in support of family child care 
programs in a way to revitalize and strength- 
en our partnership in the great cities we are 
connected to and support their specialized 
learning needs,’ Coppedge said. 

The class is open to family child care 
providers who serve children with state De- 
partment of Early Education and Care (EEC) 
child care vouchers. 

Administration of Family Child Care will 
provide specific family child standards of 
care, strategies of implementing equitable 
and inclusive learning and parent provider 
skills as it relates to relationship building, 
Coppedge said. 

“It’s targeted to family child care pro- 


viders, specifically those who are in the 
SEIU Local 509 union from the metro area 
of Springfield, Holyoke and Chicopee; 
Coppedge said. 

Jynai McDonald, Family Child Care Co- 
ordinator for SEIU Local 509, the Massa- 
chusetts union for human service workers 
and educators, said SEIU does more than 
bargain for wages and benefits. It provides 
leadership development and training oppor- 
tunities for its members. 

SEIU first partnered with STCC to offer 
the class in 2020. 

“This is an opportunity for the union to 
formalize a partnership again with STCC to 
expand the training opportunities we have 
so providers can have access to a college 
course; McDonald said. 

Students can apply the credits toward an 
associate degree in Early Childhood Edu- 
cation or a related one-year certificate pro- 
gram in child development. 

“We are thrilled to continue this part- 
nership. And we look forward to having a 
longstanding relationship with STCC so that 
we can help our providers stay connected, 
meet their education needs and matriculate 
on to credit bearing courses or getting their 
degrees,’ McDonald said. “I’m so excited to
